Political Reasons 
It was considered possible that 
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pressure from his own party—-Ben-Gurion had to re- 
linquish the post of president of the state council, and 
Joseph Sprinzak, a member of Mapai but no great 
admirer of Ben-Gurion, now presides over its ses- 
sions. Despite pressure, Ben-Gurion did not relin- 
quish his post as minister of defense, but he yielded 
enough to engage Israel Galili as deputy minister. 

Now there is pressure, coming mostly from 
American Zioninsts, for Ben-Gurion to relinquish his 
post as chairman of the Jewish Agency executive. 
Ben-Gurion is fighting what seems, at the moment 
these lines are written, a losing battle. 

The chief pressure-applier is Emanuel Neu- 
mann, who threatened to resign from the Jewish 
Agency executive if any member of the Israel 
Government continued to hold a position in it. 

Neumann was supported not only by Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver and the whole American dele- 
gation, but also by men of various parties in and 
out of Israel from the right-wing Revisionists 
to the left-wing. Mapam. For a while Mapam 
and a fraction of the General Zionists, including 
Gruenbaum, supported Ben-Gurion. The Mapai 
front is breaking. 

The present Provisional Government of Israel 
is built around the Jewish Agency executive. It is 
the executive minus its non-Palestinian members, 
plus a few members of the Vaad Leumi and a few 
minor additions. The three key men—Ben-Gurion, 
Moshe Shertok, and Eliezer Kaplan—-occupy the same 
positions in the Provisional Government as they have 
-or did—in the Agency executive. 

Obviously, once the state is established, the 
Agency should either be abolished or reorganized. 
Even more obviously, members of a cabinet of a cer- 


tain state cannot at the same time hold key positions

The tremendous gap between the rich and 
the poor is believed responsible for an al- 
most total lack of spiritual or political lead- 
ers, despite the large number of Jews. 

Some groups in recent years have named rab- 
bis and other religious officials but their au- 
thority is not considered great. 

Jewish ‘ights are not restricted by law but 
few Jews ever get into government service. 
Even fewer are admitted to high schools, and 
the number of Jews to win promotion in the 
Persian army is tiny.

Willard L. Thorp, assistant secretary of state for economic af.

Thorp defined the U. S. posi-

READ IN THIS hot weather? Books have a way of accumu- 
Jating, but how can one concentrate on literature, history, politics 
or theology when the temperature is soaring and the perspiration 
seems to ooze out constantly? 

“What did you read on your vacation?” many a friend 
has asked me, knowing of my intentions to catch up on some 
of the good books that have reached my desk. I might as well 
tell the truth. - 


Most of the books I took out of the city with me came back 
unopened. There were a number of fine scholarly works, the names 
of which I shall not mention for fear of antagonizing their authors, 
for whom I have the highest of respect. The books were ignored, 
put not for lack of time, for I did get some reading done this sum- 
mer. 

“Well, what did you read?” the impatient one asks. 

I read a new and charming book for children, “Three Can- 
opies,” written by the noted Yiddish author, I. L. Peretz, and 
now translated into English by Tehilla Feinerman. It is a real 
fairy tale, but with characters from Jewish folk-lore. 


“Far-fetched!” I exclaimed, “Unrealistic—exaggerated—highly 
imaginative” ... and by my very rejection according to adult 
standards I realized that I was praising the book for youngsters. Too 
often we adults make up our minds what we think children ought 
to like. And the book sells for only $2.00. 

I also read S. Felix Mendelsohn’s “Here’s a Good One,” a 
collection of stories if Jewish wit and humor ($3.00). The book 
helped make endurable those wretched hours on the Southern 
Railway when the air conditioning in our car was not func- 
tioning. 


Many of the jokes are familiar, because they are a compilation 
of stories that have been in circulation during the past seven years, 
since the author’s previous volume, “Let Laughter Ring,” was pub- 
lished. I enjoyed most of all the wise sayings of our sages, and the 
anecdotes about the learned rabbis; much of this I found new and 
refreshing.

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35 CONGREGATIONS, RABBIS SIGN 
FOR OLD AGE PENSION PROGRAM 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The Rabbinical Council of America said 
this week that some 35 congregations and rabbis have signed up for 
participation in the plan to provide old age security for Orthodox 
rabbis who are members of the organization. 

Explaining in more detail the outlines of the plan first announced 


last week, administrator Sidney 
E. Liewant said the minimum 
number needed to put the pro- 
gram into operation was 25. 

Liewant said the plan will be 
paid for by contributions made 
by each congregation—seven per 
cent of the rabbi’s salary; and 
contributions by the rabbi—four 
per cent of his annual salary; 
miscellaneous expenses will be 
handled through separate contri- 
butions. 


The plan provides for monthly 
annuities, which vary with the 
rabbi’s age and annual salary, at 
the age of 65, as well as life in- 
surance. 


If Rabbi Moves 

The payments made by the 
congregation each year are ap- 
plied to the account of the rabbi 
occupying the pulpit at the time, 
Leiwant said. These payments 
are credited to the rabbi and re- 
main credited to him as long as 
he remains with the congrega- 
tion. 


“Should the rabbi leave his 
congregation, the number of 
payments credited to his ac- 
count go with him to his next 
pulpit and his new congrega- 
tion continues to make the 
contributions,” Leiwant said.

All Of Them Tasty, 


500 Jews Leaving 
Prague Each Month 


NEW YORK—A Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee official who re- 
cently returned to the U. S. after 
six months as JDC director in 
Prague said this week that Jews 
are emigrating from Czechoslo- 
vakia at the rate cf 500 a month. 

Julius Levine said that the 
Czech government is placing no 
obstacles in the way of those of 
its 40,000 native Czech Jews and 
2,500 transients who want to 
leave. 

Levine said, however, that 
continued American aid to 

Czech Jews was essential, de- 

spite the drop in the Jewish 

population. - 

He made his report shortly aft- 
er information trickled through 
to Prague that the first anti-Jew- 
ish riot among the Slovaks had 
broken out since the end of the 
war. (NJP Aug. 27). 

According to the reports, a spe- 
cial Slovak commission handed 
down prison sentences. of forced 
labor ranging from one month to 
two years to 41 persons involved 
in the affair. The reports said 
that the Jewish quarter in Brat- 
islava was invaded in the riot- 
ing which was touched off by a 
quarrel between a Jewish and a 
Christian housewife in a potato 
queue. 


Shapiro, Yiddish Writer,

Yiddish author, Lam- 
ed Shapiro, died here this week 
at the age of 70 after a prolonged 
illness.

ALL- DAY SCHOOL SOCIETY 
PLANS COUNTER-BLOW AT FOES 


NEW YORK—Torah Umesorah, the society for all-day Jewish 
schools, announced plans this week to counter-attack foes of the 
movement and at the same time disclosed that widespread expansion 
plans were seriously hampered by lack of starting-grade teachers, 

Reporting on expansion activities in eight cities, the organiza 


tion also disclosed plans to fight 
enemies of the all-day Jewish 
school. 

“The enemy camp is sharpen- 
ing its ideological axes to 
thwart the growth of all-day 
schools across the continent,” 
the organization asserted. “Fed- 
eration officials are getting 
ready for their perennial ‘no’s 
to Yeshivos requesting alloca- 
tions; some misguided com- 
munal leaders are trotting out 
the battle-weary argument of 
segregation.” 

To give its supporters quick 
access to counter - arguments, 
Torah Umesorah announced 
plans to publish a special public 
relations kit “to provide sound 
ammunition, public relations 
wise, to offset the arguments of 
the all-day school detractors.” 

On Firing Line 

The organization said the kit 
would contain “all the effective 
arguments for the all-day school 
idea, aS well as significant quo- 
tations from leading communal 
workers and educators who have 
gone on record in favor of all- 
day school education.” 

Torah Umesorah, in listing 
plans for new all-day schools, 
returned frequently to the 
problems presented by lack of 
kindergarten and first and sec- 
and grade teachers.

Ziprin reported that a Belgian 
newspaper, the Official] ergan of 
the shoe industry, recently lJaud- 
ed the Nazis for murdering Jews. 


Israel Needs Drugs, 
Hospital Equipment 


NEW YORK (WNS)—The war 
in Palestine and the huge influx 
of Jewish immigrants to Israel 
since the first of the year has 
created a shortage in hospital 
equipment and certain medicines, 
such as penicillin, Dr. Josepn 
Mayer, chairman of the Emer- 
gency Medical Council in Israel, 
reported here upon his arrival 
from Haifa. 

Dr. Mayer, who hopes to pur- 
chase large quantities of medical 
supplies in this country, declared 
that hospital and medical serv- 
ices in the Jewish state must be 
tripled. He pointed out that, 
whereas the minimum standard 
in Europe is_ five-and-one-half 
hospital beds per 1,000 popula- 
tion and in the United States 
over eight beds per 1,000, in 
Israel there are only two hos- 
pital beds per 1,000 population.

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Majority of Germans 
Approve Nazism 


NEW YORK — (WNS) — More 
than half of the Germans inter- 
viewed in a recent poll by a Ham- 
burg radio station insisted that 
Naziism had its good side, a New 
York Star correspondent report- 
ed this week from that city. 

One German declared that the 
Nazis abolished unemployment 
and that this was certainly in 
their favor. Another insisted that 
the German people were infinite- 
ly better off under Hitler because 
“they had more to eat, more coal, 
more work.” 

Several persons referred to the 
“glorious days of Hitler” and one 
German told the pollers. that 
“whoever possesses might is 
right.”

The General Zionist Platform Is A Good One 


HE World Confederation of General Zion- 

ists is to be commended—and The Post 

is serious in this statement—for the platform 

evolved at its meeting in Tel Aviv. The plat- 

form is one that all General Zionists can sup- 

port and places the movement in its old niche 

as a group or agency concerned with the wel- 

fare of all of Israel and not with that of any 
particular party. 

Whether the platform is a workable one 
in the type of community which is Israel, is 
something else again. It is obvious that this 
is a platform likely to come from the delibera- 
tions of an American political party operating 
in an American milieu. It is the kind of a 
platform which all American Zionists can ap- 
prove. This platform is for Israel. It per- 
tains to political situations as well as to cul- 
tural and economic problems. Yet the leaders 
of the Zionist Organization of America—of 
whom Dr. Emanuel Neumann was not the least 
important— played a principal part in the 
framing of this platform. Involvement in do- 
mestic Israeli affairs? An attempt to dictate to 
the Israeli government? The answer to both 
questions—if the answer is honest—must be a 
plain “yes.” And so it will and must continue 
to be for a few years, as The Post has pointed 
out before. 

The platform is all inclusive. It would elim- 
inate distribution of Immigration certificates on 
party lines; it is against preferential treatment 


to the collective movement over private ent), 
prises; it would restrict the powers of 
economic trusts with monopolistic aims; % 
would have the state run the sick funds and 
old age pensions; it would insure ele 
education for all children with “no schools ya. 
der the control of any political party or Organ. 


ization;” and it would give all citizens equal | 


rights irrespective of faith, language or Posi. 
tion and would guarantee to all the freedom 
of conscience, speech, public assembly ang 
press. 

Foes of the General Zionists may 
mately ask whether this platform really is the 
framework by which General Zionists hope ty 
build Israel or merely a catch-all to win aq. 
herents and a basis for political maneuvering 
for power. 

The Post, at this stage, prefers an attitug 
of suspended judgment. Let the General Zig, 
ists prove by.their actions that they are not oy 
to build power and control for themselves 
the expense of labor. This platform may be tip 
basis for a type of demagogic appeal best syit. 
ed to win votes now but it also may be an hop. 
est appraisal of the needs of Israel. 

This is the kind of approach ail member 
of the ZOA have always approved. Let the 
others have their parties and their fights for 
power and even their ideologies. American 
Zionists will keep aloof from party polities; 
they are for the Jewish state, period. 


One Evil of the Party System in Israel Explained 


E demand by the World Confederation 

of General Zionists that immigration vi- 
sas to Palestine be distributed on a basis of 
merit instead of on party lines must make puz- 
zling reading to most American Jews and prob- 
ably to most American Zionists. 

It is a long-standing problem and an acute 
one. It spotlights a nefarious, though under- 
standable, situation which grew out of the 
“illegal” immigration system under which po- 
litical parties rather than the Jewish commun- 
ity brought DPs through the underground into 
Palestine. 

How much harm can be done by such a 
system is outlined in the following report from 
the Hebrew Daily “Davar’” of an address de- 
livered by Dr. Zalman Grinberg, who address- 
ed the United Jewish Appeal annual meeting 
several years ago in Atlantic City as a repre- 
sentative of the Jews in the DP camps: 

“In a community which is ‘idle and lives 
an unsettled life, splitting up into parties is 
much more dangerous than here in the Yishuv. 
Here, one belongs to a party, but one also works 
and is busy. In our case the cleavage is liable 
to involve us in a malignant quarrel and to de- 
stroy us. 

“ ‘Shlichim,’ official as ‘well as unofficial, came 
to us and swooped down on us in our situation 
to acquire reinforcement for their parties, since 
the reinforcement reservoirs have been des- 
troyed in Poland and in the other major Dia- 
spora countries, 7 

“Who knows for how long we shall have 


to maintain the camps until everybody has 
gone to Palestine? Perhaps one or one-anda 
half years. In the meantime we require agri- 
cultural and vocational training and cultural 
guidance—many “madrichim” are needed for 
all this—but not for cleavage. 

“The duty to stop the partison activity of 
the schlichim will be one of the first tasks of 
the delegation of the Central Refugee Commit. 
tee which is due to arrive here shortly. 

“We have four children’s houses, close to- 
gether, and they have been handed over to four 
separate (political) currents, and the respect: 
ive children do not speak to each other! Dr, 
Grinberg calls such education: ‘Education of 
Hate!’ He calis ‘traffic in souls” the assuming 
of domination over boys and girls by one (polit- 
ical) current—merely by virtue of its represen. 
tative having assisted them in crossing the 
frontier. Eight girls, members of a kibbutz 
desired to enroll in a nurses’ training school 
which Dr. Grinsberg had founded at the hos 
pital under his direction—but the leaders of 
their kibbutz would not permit it. They said 
to the girls: We brought you from Lodz her 
and you must remain in the kibbutz; if you 
enter the hospital it is likely that you will leave 
the kibbutz. 

“The Relief Group (UNRRA) as a whole, 
was free of this morbid symptom, but ther 
were some individuals even in the Relief Group 
as well who sinned in the matter of cleavage, 
and the damage which can be done by an ind: 
vidual, cannot sometimes be repaired by a 
whole group.”

I was very surprised and a lit- 
tle concerned in reading your 
st 20th edition to find Mr. 
Gallob reviewing a paper 
titled “Progress Report on Differ- 
ential Analysis of Religious News 
as Reported in the Daily Press 
of the Southwest.” 

Mr. Gallob states, “a study has 
been announced.” The report Mr. 
Gallob refers to has never been 
announced, was not considered 
ready for publication, and was in 
the process of considered ex- 
pansion and re-analysis. 

{ will assume, however, that 
Mr. Gallob discussed this study 
in good faith, thinking that it 
had been “announced and re- 
yased.” In discussing what is 
obviously a small report of a 
major study, I am further sur- 

i to see that Mr. Gallob in 
the interest of complete report- 
ing did not bother to contact the 
author prior to releasing his 
critique to determine if there 
were any other implications in 
the study he should know. 

Since certain objections to 
methodology and procedure are 
raised, I would like to comment 
briefly on the two important 
issues discussed in some detail. 

Mr. Gallob is very unhappy 
about the fact that my study 
merely ran a tabular count of 
news stories rather than a 
weighted system of some sort. 
While it is true that a consider- 
able amount of research has been 
done in content analysis of news- 
papers, using various weighting 
systems. I feel that none of them 
were particularly applicable in 
this first tabular count. 

As a matter of fact, each story, 
and there are some 1,900 in all, 
is coded for five variables that 
might measure “intensity” of 
news. ‘These variables are: 1) 
Page of story; 2) Length of story 
in inches; 3) Size of headline; 
4) Whether picture accompanied 
story and size of picture; 5) Posi- 
tion on the page. 

Mr. Gallob would be interested 
te know that when a set of 
weight was applied to an entire 
category of 400 stories, using all 
of these five variables, the simple 
correlation between the weighted 
stories and a mere frequency 
eount by paper was .89. These 
findings indicate that any weight- 
ing system must be viewed with 
extreme skepticism, if arbitrarily 
applied and for the practical pur- 
poses of this preliminary report, 
a mere frequency count is satis- 
factory. In fact, how else can 
frequency be reported except by 
a count. 

The second major. eriticism 
raised concerns a definition of 
news, and a classification of vari- 
ous news stories. This strikes at 
the heart of the study, and I am 
concerned that many of the 
issues involved were so lightly 
brushed over. 

I was interested in obtaining a 
concise and documented picture 
of the image of the Jew as re- 
flected in the daily press of the 
Southwest. I was also interested 
in obtaining a comparative an- 
alysis of the kinds of religious 
news as reported about different 
denominational groups. 

Many kinds of news stories 
center about a religious grouping 
carry an association to some 
religion. These stories may can- 
fern an individual or an organi- 
zation. In the study under ques- 
tion only references to organiza- 
tional life were considered. This 
May be further classified in terms 
*f social, fraternal, political, or 
eentering around the church of 
Symagogue itself. I never implied 


political, social or fraternal char- 
acter was purely religious news, 


but when the organization in- 
volved is an all-Jewish or all- 
Cathlic or all-Protestant body 


then certainly there must be an 
association of the religious group- 
ing to the organization. 

Your reviewer may be unhappy 
over the choice of names of these 
eategories, and while they may 
not be perfect, I feel they cer- 
tainly indicate what the category 
is about. This is not artificial 
nor is it a tricky way of classi- 
fying news. These separate cate- 
gories are maintained for the 
very simple reason that I did not 
wish to lump the various kinds 
of news into one category. 

All of these religious bodies 
have varying kinds of organiza- 
tional life. Jewish organizationa] 
life at present is complicated by 
the news emanating from Pales- 
tine and the internationa) impli- 
cations for Jews. All Palestine 
news is placed in a_ separate 
category and: is not put in with 
news of Jewish content when 
such categories are compared 
with Catholic and Protestant 
groups. 

The fundamental point of this 
whole investigation is overlooked 
in the review and that is, what 
kind of an image do the daily 
newspapers present to their read- 
ers regarding various religious 
groups, This question is raised 
in a very basic sense, surveying 
the paper over a_ significant 
period of time, considering the 
relatively non-controversial news 
with the controversial. 

I feel that investigations of this 
sort can be very helpful in our 
approach to the whole problem of 
Jewish-Christian relations. We 
can gain deeper and more mean- 
ingful insights into the factual 
situation as it exists, rather than 
as we believe it to be. This is 
engirely apart from the pattern 
of waiting until some news story 
appears that disturbs people be- 
cause of its bias or distortion. 

I was a little amused at the 
note of hysteria in your review- 
er’s column, and can only suggest 
that he re-read the study in light 
of the above comments.

Ed. Note: m4 Friedman has 
attempted to make a significant 
study and his replies to a criti- 
cism of that study deserve honest 
and careful consideration. Let us 
consider the issues under sep- 
arate headings: 

1. Mr. Friedman says that the 
Post reported that a study has 
been announced and that he is 
surprised that no attempt was 
made to contact him to determine 
if there were other implications 
in the study that should have 
been known to The Post before 
the critical report was printed. 

By the statement that “a study 
has been announced,” The Post 
referred—or at least meant to 
refer—simply to the fact that a 
study was in the making ané 
that a preliminary report hae 
been issued. 

The Post i its report stressed 
the fact that “the critical com- 
ments that are to follow apply 
only to this progress report.” 

2. The debate about measure- 
ment of items in such a study 
could go on indefinitely. The 
Post still feels that simple tabu- 
lar counts of news stories simply 
by-passes a large number of 


organizational news of aissues in methodology. Mr. Fried- 


man says that each of the 1,900 


stories was coded for five vari- 
ables that “might” measure in- 
tensity of news. 

Then he reports that when a 


set of weights was applied to an 
entire category of 400 stories, 
using all of these five variables, 
the correlation between the 
weighted stories and a mere 
frequency count by paper was a 
plus 89. 

From Mr. Friedman de- 
duces that any weighting system 
must be viewed with extreme 
skepticism and that for the pur- 
poses of this preliminary report, 
a mere frequency count is satis- 
factory. 

Frankly, The Post is puzzled as 
to how a correlation was worked 
out between weighting categories 
(qualitative) and frequency 
counts (quantitative). No doubt 
a more adequate explanation will 
be found in the complete study. 

3. The Post and Mr. Friedman 
both agree that the issue of defi- 
nition of news categories is vital 
to this study.but we do not feel 
that Mr. Friedman has satis- 
factorily dealt with The Post’s 
criticism of his classifications. 

It is not a contribution to 
clarity for Mr. Friedman to say 
that he never implied that or- 
ganizational news of a political, 
social or fraternal character was 
purely religious news. The Post 
SAID that in the effort to get 
around the complexities of the 
fact that Jewish collective activi- 
ty includes more than religious

news, Mr. Friedman set up a 
category of “religious secular 
news.” 


This is obviously a contradic- 
tion in terms but it stemmed 
from the compelling necessity of 
finding a category for matching 
purposes. Nor is the issue met 
when Mr. Friedman says that 
“when an organization involved 
is an all-Jewish, or all-Catholic 
or all Protestant body, then cer- 
tainly there must be an associa- 
tion of the religious grouping to 
the organization.” 

When B’nai B’rith sends a car- 
load of food to Israel, the act is 
not in a religious context. To call 
it religious secular news does not 
make it religious. unless Mr. 
Friedman is insisting on defining 
Jews purely as a religious group. 
There may still be some theoreti- 
eal arguments about this, but if 
Mr. Friedman believes that Jews 
are Jews only by religion, why 
the “religious secular” category? 

The simplest way to clarify 
this particular dispute is to start 
from the premise that Mr. Fried- 
man wished to measure press 
treatment of Jews (arguments 
about group identification aside). 
To study treatment of news 
about Jewish activities without a 
yardstick is meaningless. The ob- 
vious yardstick is religious group- 
ings. But Jews act in ways which 
are—as Friedman points out— 
political, social or fraternal. Cath- 
olics and Protestants are by defi- 
nition religious classifications. 
There is no nationalism, for ex- 
ample, in Catholicism or Protes- 
tantism; acts in the name of 
those groupings are religious en- 
tirely; they stem from a religious 
base. Acts of Catholics may have 


political implications but they 
are acts of members of a re- 
ligious group. 

Thus to compare “religious 
secular” activities of Jews with 


activities of Catholics or Protes- 
tants is to compare Variables 
which are not in the same classi- 
fication and hence not compara. 
ble.

Friedman states it in an earlier 
paragraph of his letter, is “ob 
taining a concise and decumented 
picture of the image of the Jew 
as reflected in various news 
stories.” 


But the image of the Jew is 
NOT an image of a purely re- 
ligious group. Relations between 
Jews and non-Jews do not turn— 
in this secular age—on religious 
hinges. It is not the Jew’s be- 
havior or lack of behavior in the 
synagogue which is the focus of 
suspicion or hatred by non-Jews. 


And Mr. Friedman implicitly 
recognizes this fact by seeking to 
include in his analysis the activi- 
ties of Jews outside the religious 
sphere. But from the standpoint 
of methodology, whether the 
thought is pleasant or not, that 
attempt immediately raises the 
issue of comparability of cate- 
gories. And The Post must stick 
to its position that Mr. Fried- 
man’s valiant attempts to match 
dissimilar categories has _ not 
solved the basic problem of defini- 
tion. 


Finally, The Post is anxious to 
see the complete study. It will 
receive thorough and careful con- 
sideration and we will gladly 
acknowledge errors of analysis 
if the complete study justifies it.

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Leading British Non-Zionist Opposes Non-Zionism 


If It Means Jews Passive In Israel Struggle 


LONDON-—A leading British reform rabbi, 
for many years identified with anti-Zionists, 
insisted this week that all Jews, whatever 
their previous convictions on the Zionist issue, 
must now “co-operate with the leaders of this 
new Jewish State.” 

Rabbi Ignaz Maybaum, in a copyrighted 
article in the Jewish Chronicle of London, said 
that Jews who are not Zionists are “now living 
through times which force them to search 
hearts.” 

He praised them for their humility but 
made it plain that it was not enough for such 
Jews to ask themselves “were we not wrong 
all along?” 

“Whether the Jewish State is what we 
wanted or not, it is now a fact, it concerns the 
lives of our brothers and sisters in Palestine,” 
he declared. “It concerns the future of a part 
of the Jewish people and thus, indeed, the 
whole of the Jewish people. 

“We cannot stand aside, we must share 
the burden and the responsibility and must 
co-operate with the leaders of this new Jew- 
ish State,” he declared. 


non-Zionists in Anglo-Jewry. I cannot be- 

lieve that there are still anti-Zionists in 

this community.” 

He conceded that there are non-Zionists 
“and they have a right to their convictions.” 
But he insisted that “anti-Zionism can have 
only its place in the theoretical sphere. When 
the Zionist leaves the political arena and iden- 
tifies Zionism with Judaism, the non-Zionist 
may in his religious arguments become an 
anti-Zionist.” 

“But apart from such a theoretical dis- 
pute, the non-Zionist must not be an anti- 
Zionist standing aside while Jews in Palestine 
work and fight for their existence,” he added. 

Taking up some of the theoretical ar- 
guments, Rabbi Maybaum said that the 
non-Zionist does not admit that the Dias- 
pora is incapable of being a Jewish center. 

“He is right in saying that God is near to 
his people everywhere,” the rabbi asserted. 
“But he must for that reason, not exclude 
Palestine.” 

“Wherever Jews live, we must help them 
to be Jews. The whole Diaspora is watching

The Orthodox magazine called the Union “the only religious 
organization the world over which entrusts the direction of its re 


ligious and education activities to 


laymen.” 

In a stinging editorial, the 
periodical repeated its warning

tion without the leadership of 
rabbis. 

The editorial asserted that at 
the Union’s Golden Jubilee con- 
vention, the nomination commit- 
tee brought in a slate of execu- 
ive officers from which rabbis 
were excluded. 

Laymen Boss? 

The editorial charged that Wil- 
liam Weiss, a former president 
of the Union, said the Union was 
an organization of “laymen” 
when several rabbis protested. 

After a battle, a compromise 
was reached’ when Dr. Niren- 

stein, the Union President, ‘con- 
sented” to the appointment of a 
quota of rabbis to the executive 
committee. 

.By that action, the editorial 
commented, the Union became 
“the first and only Jewish or- 
ganization with a numerous 
clausus quota for rabbis.” 

The’ editorial warned that 
“synagogue presidents who ‘boss’ 

their rabbis will surely derive 
much encouragement from the 
Union.” 

Who Gives the Money? 
The magazine remarked point- 

edly that although laymen glor- 
ify the advantages of lay leader- 
ship, the Union gets most of its 
income from rabbis. 

“It seems a safe guess that, 
without the members of the Rab- 
binical Council of America, the

“had to resign.” 

“As no self-respecting rabbi 
will demean himself to ‘see 
things the way’ his bosses want 
him to view them, it seems ai- 
most certain that the _ position 
will remain unfilled, together 
with the educational needs of 
orthodox congregations through: 
out the country.” 

The editorial was severely 
critical about an advertisement 
of the Union for “capable pub- 
lic speakers wanted to address 
Friday evening forums in New 
York state and vicinity. Attor. 
neys and other professional 
men, interested in the advance- 
ment of Torah Judaism, can 
perform an important service 
for smaller communities.” 

The Jewish Spectator said that 
dozens of rabbinical students in 
orthodoxy “are clamoring for 
just such opportunities to prove 
their mettle and gain preaching 
experience.”

Elmer Berger, 
for Judaism (anti-Zionist) sug- 
gests rather disparagingly that 
Zionists will continue to regard

of that! I believe most Ameri- 
ean Jews would resent being 
poured into that mold. 

This Mr. Segal, who has been 
neither Zionist nor anti but just 
non, feels he can speak on where 
to go from here in a brotherly 
way. between the two parties. He, 
you might say, is a sort of neu- 
tral who stands in the middle 
and may be able to admonish 
beth sides, more or less. wisely. 
Well, he says, the way to look 
at the whole thing is to agree 
first of all on the fact that a 
Jew of the Republic of Israel is 
a citizen of a foreign country. He 
is my kinsman in the human 
race and in the Jewish religion, 
but I am not a fellow-national of 
his, 

A dew in America may feel 
a religious but not any politi- 
cal kinship toward him. He is 
exactly in the same status as 
a Jewish citizen of England, 
France or Belgium, as far as 
my. political relations with him 
are concerned. I know an Eng- 
lish-Jewish citizen only as a 
man who, like me, belongs to 
® synagogue and is troubled 
by the various problems of be- 
ing Jewish. I feel brotherly 
toward him in the same way 
that a U. S. Catholic feels to- 


wards an Italian or French 
Catholic. 
When the Republic of Israel 


becomes: well established—as we 
all hope it will soon be—a Zion- 
ist political party in the U. S. 


will be as anomalous as would be 
a branch of the British Labor 
Party im the U. S. It just doesn’t 
belong here. The Zionist party 
in the U. S. completed its func- 
tion as a political force when the 
Republic: of Isreal was declared. 
From here on it may not legiti- 
mately continue as representative 
and spokesman of a government 
in being—the foreign governmnt 
of the Republic of Isreal, that is.

IT SHOULD NOT be thought 
that Mr. Segal looks upon Israel 
with cold eyes, like some outsid- 
er. Indeed, eyes glistened 
with grateful tears when he be- 
held the victory of Israel. He ven- 
erates Israel as the country of 
the brave young Jews who earned 


his 


it by their blood, sweat and tears. 
It’s their country. Mr. Segal 
can’t think of himself as one who 
has any right to share in Isra- 
el’s national identity. As an 
American he looks at Palestine 
as a land for which he prayer- 
fully and sentimentally wishes 
well. He cherishes Palestine 
the place where out of his people 
grew the great religions of the 
world and where the ancient Tem- 
ple stood in testimony of the One 
God. His prayers are for a land 
of Israel that shall show the 
world how men may live togeth- 
er in peace and justice with plen- 
ty for all. 

All this in his heart, Mr. Se- 
gal will continue to be one of 
those who, as friends of the 
brave, are eager to be of help 
to Palestine at its birth. He 
is aware that as an independ- 
ent state [srael will have the 
sovereign power to tax its in- 
habitants for its support. But 
there will be @ period when the 
Republic of Israel will contin- 
ue to need some support from 
its friends, and no man of good 
will can refuse. There still re- 
mains the job of transporting 
to Palestine and settling there 
the thousands of the displaced 
who hope for refuge in the 
promised land. For their sake 
there should be no stint of giv- 
ing to this end, 

It is hoped, though, that giving 
for Palestine will not have to go 
on for long, beeause a dignified 
Israel must not for long have 
to depend on the contributions of 
charity. The Republic of Israel 
will -be defeated if it remains a 
pitiable object of charity.

(One exception which readers of 
this department will recall is 
the Sanford-Levinson scale for 
the measurement of Anti-Semit- 
ism, reported on July 16-Aug. 13. 
However, the scale is yet to ve 
widely tested.) 

As a first step, Miss Blythe 
discusses some findings made by 
Arnold Rose for the American 
Council on Race Relations in 
1947. Here is what Rose had to 
say: 

Facts Melt Prejudices? 

The theory that if you give pre- 
judiced people the facts, their 
prejudices will give way to facts 
is one on which much inter-faith 
work is based. Rose contends 
that the evidence indicates that 
this theory is true only under 
certain conditions and _ within 
definite limits. 

The theory that contacts 
make for friendliness between 
members of minorities or 
minority and majority groups 
also is open to question. Rose 
says the evidenee indicates 
that just the opposite is often 
true but that in an equal nun 
ber of cases the results have 
been encouraging. 

“One study for example shows 
that the mere increase in num- 
ber of contacts with Jews does 
not decrease Anti-Semitism,” 
Rose reports. He also cites the 
empirical fact that public opin- 
ion polls indicate more anti- 
Semitism in larger cities, where 
Jews are concentrated, than in 
the smal Itowns., 

“It is not the number of con- 
tacts with members of a min- 
ority that is important; it is the 
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— _ a 


intimacy and equality of contact 
that can cause a marked de- 
erease in prejudice.”

The report indicated that the Hebrew Immi- 
grant Aid Society (HIAS) has continued to resist 
all efforts for a merger with the Joint Distrib- 
ution Committee in overseas work and with 
United Services for New Americans in immigrant 
care in the U.S. 

The JDC and USNA are agencies of the United 
Jewish Appeal, major fund-raising agency in the U. 
S. The disclosure was made in a progress report 
by the CJF WF on the status of merger talks involving 
the three agencies. 

Opening its report with the statement that 
“communities have repeatedly called for elimina- 
tion of needless duplication among these agen- 
cies,” the CJFWF said that two years ago, HIAS 
and the JDC reached virtual agreement on an 
overseas merger but that the agreement stalled 
on the problem of services to immigrants once 
they reached the U.S. 
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HIAS Refuses Merger With JDC Despite Need, CJFWF Reports 


In June this year, Harold Glasser, director of the 
CJFWF Overseas Institute, reported to the Council 
Board of Directors-on his first-hand study in Europe. 

Glasser said that duplication of migration serv- 
ices in Europe is very serious and that it is hampering 
effective aid to Jewish DPs. He also reported that 
overseas agents of HIAS and JDC agreed that mer- 
ger was “urgently desirable and completely feasible.” 

The CJFWF committee on national-local relation: 
ships then recommended that “aggressive measures 
be taken to achieve a merger ef JDC and HIAS over- 
seas. This should be done even if relationships among 
the agencies as to their work in this country cannot 
be immediately resolved.” 

However, lacking any police powers, all that 
the CJFWC could do was to offer its services and urge 
acceptance. 

The agencies involved agreed to consult with the 
Council, and Daniel Shiman of Newark and Norman 
Goetz of New York were named to represent the 
CJFWF. 

Both JDC and HIAS representatives have 
agreed that their overseas migration operations 
should be merged, the CJFEWF reported but added 
that HIAS will accept a merger only for the dura- 


tion of the “present emergency” and only if HIAS 
is the sole agency for normal migration after. 
wards. 


“HIAS has also proposed a joint HIAS-USNA of. 
fice in the U.S. to channel all immigration documents 
and correspondence between the U. S. and Europe,” 
the report said. 

The CJFWF said that USNA wants a complete mer. 
ger of all HIAS and USNA national services in the 
U. S. HIAS is willing to have unification of some op. 
erations such as USNA-HIAS port and dock and 
shelter services “but without complete corporate mer. 
ger at this time.” 

The CJFWF said it had preparted some com. 
promise proposals, geared to overseaS merger “ag 
the keystone, and with as much additional unification 
of service in this country as might be mutually ac. 
cepted now, without obstructing the overseas mer. 
ger.” 

The CJFWF said that its executive committee 
met this month (August) and after reviewing the 
situation, instructed its representatives to “take what. 
ever steps are needed to accelerate the negotiations 
and bring them to a successful conclusion.”

NEW YORK—A nation-wide survey indicated this week that 
most Jewish country clubs in the U. S. have an unwritten law re- 
quiring members to make satisfactory contributions to the major 
Jewish fund in their city. 

The Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds made 
the survey after the Franklin Hills Country club of Detroit took 
the unprecedented step of providing by laws for expulsion of mem- 
bers who failed to make satisfactory contributions. 

The CJFWF survey indicated that the Detroit club went 
farthest in its effort to apply social sanctions to laggard givers. 
The survey question sent out by the CJFWF was: “Do you have 

@ country club; has your club adopted any regulations covering con- 
tributions to your community chest and/or Jewish welfare fund?” 

Of the 59 communities which replied, 29 have town or country 
elubs and no less than 15 were taking some action, aimed mainly 
at new applicants for membership. 

The survey indicated that none of the clubs have followed the 
Detroit lead of putting specific regulations in their by-laws. An 
“unwritten law” or policy exists, the survey indicated, and most 

clubs operate in that framework. 

Here are some replies to the questionnaire: 

BALTIMORE has two clubs. “No regulation . .. but definite 
policy that no new members are accepted unless they contribute to 
charitable causes. Tried to get regulation passed calling for certain 
minimum contributions from new and present members, but this 
was defeated.” 

CLEVELAND has two clubs and is organizing a third. “Both 
clubs check contributions of prospective members to Jewish Welfare 
Fund and Community Chest. Members are not admitted who do not 
make ‘satisfactory contributions.” 

INDIANAPOLIS has one club. “Recent Board action of Club 
states that club members who pledged to Welfare Fund and are 
delinquent in payments will be subjected to discipline.” 

PITTSBURGH has one country and one town club. “.. .clubs 
clear with Welfare Fund relative to applicant’s contributions.” 





UN Talks Tough, Backs Down 








TENTATIVE PACT ACHIEVED 
ON PEACE IN JERUSALEM AREA 


TEL AVIV, Israel—After six nights of heavy shelling of new 
Jerusalem by the Arab Legion, the city's 100,000 Jews had a period 
of quiet at midweek when agreement was reached tentatively on a 
demilitarized zone south of the city. 

Announcement of the agreement followed issuance of a stern 


warning to the Israeli to leave 
the area on pain of being cited 
to the United Nations Security 
Council for violation of the sec- 
ond truce. 

The Israeli forces, com- 
Manded by Col. Moshe Dayan, 
did not leave and the ultima- 
tum was later withdrawn with- 
out explanation. Involved was 
a series of moves and counter- 
moves in the Red Cross demil- 
itarized zone which at one time 
threatened to wreck the truce 
which otherwise is in effect 
throughout Palestine. 

An Egyptian army commander 
warned the Israeli to withdrdaw 
from a .Jewish agricultural 
school in the area. Col.. Moshe 
Dayan refused, asserting that the 
truce has been constantly vio- 
lated by the Arabs. 

Dayan, commander of the Is- 
raeli brigade in Jerusalem, made 
his charge in a comment on a 
statement by Gen. Aage Lund- 
stroem, chief of the mediator'’s 





staff, that Israel had flagrantly 
violated the truce in the Red 
Cross sector. 

Dayan said that Egyptian 
troops had _ systematically ad- 
vanced in the southern sector un- 
til they surrounded a strategic 
hilltop and linked forces with the 
Transjordan Legion of King Ab- 
dullah. 

Charges that the mediator’s 
staff and the truce commission 
were something less than impar- 
tial were substantiated in the 
killing of two French observers 
in a UN plane over Gaza, center 
of Egyptian military operations 
in the southern Arab Palestine 
coastal sector. 

The Egyptian government ac- 
cepted responsibility for the kill- 
ings but pointed out that the 
plane had not been cleared for 
the flight. This was regarded as 
a clear indication that mediator 
Bernadotte had not assigned ob- 
servers to that area.

Irgun Shifts To 
Political Field 











TEL AVIV, Israel—The Irgun 
Zvai Leumi this week stepped up 
its campaign to switch from a dis- 
sident extremist army to a regu- 
lar political party with the first 
of a series of meetings as all Is- 
rael parties prepared for the first 
Jewish state election Nov. 15. 

Carrying out a promise made 
after the Altalena gun-running 
attempt, when Commander 
Menachim Beigen said the Ir- 
gun would henceforth carry on 
its fight by the ballot and not 
by the bullet, the Irgun set up 
a Freedom Movement organiza- 
tion. 

Beigen, as chairman of the or- 
ganization’s provisional commit- 
tee, told a meeting of right-wing 
political leaders that the Irgun 
still insists on ‘liberation’ of the 
whole of Palestine. 

“This aim can be achieved only 
with the friendship of France in 
the West and with Russia’s 
friendship in the East,”’ he said. 

He said the Irgun opposes any 
agreement with King Abdullah of 
Transjordan which he said would 
bring the British back to the 
eastern Mediterranean.
